In a Notice of Incomplete Reply received in the above identified 
application (a copy of which is enclosed), the drawing figures were deemed to be non- 
compliant with the requirements of 37 CFR §1.84 for containing text that is not in 
English. In response to the Notice of Incomplete Reply, Applicants respectfully 
submit substitute drawings that are believed to comply with 37 CFR §1.84. 

While a complete set of substitute drawings (i.e.. Figures 1-97) is
